Shih Kai has issued a proclamation 
claiming the right to have a repre- 
sentative on the committee that is 
\drafting the constitution, the right to 
appoint and digmiss cabinet mem- 
bers without the asgemMly’s rattfica- 
tion, and the right to promulgate al! 
lawe, including the constitution. This 
amounte to claiming an unrestricted 
veto power. 

He asserts further that he hap the 
right to regulate the official system, 
the right to appoint all high officials 
without the assembly's concurrence, 
the right to draw moneys from the 
treasury when the aspembly is not in 
session, and also the right to isaue 
proclamations having the force of 
laws when the assembly ig not in ses- 
sion. 

As the people have more confidence 
in President Yuan than in the assem- 
bly, it is Probable that he will re- 
ceive the authority he asks, and will 
thus become the world’s most power- 
ful ruler.

This is the first article of a series which Mr. Brian, of ‘‘Merry Widow’’ fame, is writing for the readers of 
these pages, describing his new dance, whicl is destined to become the rage this 


Winter. 


on the part of the man. This is 
done in the regular turkey trot or 
tango position. The walk can be 
practised by placing the right 
foot forward and dragging it 
back on the ball of the foot, and 
then giving place to the left and 
going through the same motions 
again, 

The girl in the meantime walks 
back eight steps in tempo, the 
regular turkey trot walk, with 
the man. The fish walk, in an 
exaggerated style, is the only 
thing that needs particular prac- 
tise in this first part of the dance. 

It is a great deal like skipping 
with an exaggerated pull back- 
ward on each step, and !s not at 
all difficult to accomplish. It 
must be remembered that the 
man alone does this fish walk, 
while the girl simply walks back 
in time to the music. 

Thus the fish walk is really the 
only departure from the ordinary 
trot in this part of the dance. 

When beginning to learn this 
dance, remember to first of all 
perfect your turkey trot swing; 
this is most Important. 

No one who does not turkey 
should attempt to learn any var- 
jations, it would be merely a 
waste of time. Then get into the 
spirit of the thing and let your-

If the election should be declared 
full and void, Huerta would remain 
in power as dictator, just as he is 
now. With Diaz out of the contest 
and with the election practically in 
Huerta’s control, the astute politician 
in the national palace could attain 
practically any end he desired. 

In the beginning of his address to 
the diplomats. Huerta said: 

“All candidates for President will 
receive full and equal protection.” 
This is an excellent excuse for sur- 
rounding every polling place with 
troops on Sunday, 

Grave rumors involving the safety 
of Felix Diaz at Vera Cruz were cir- 
culated in Mexico City to-day. He 
had notified his friends that he rae 
arrive there about 10 a. m., and w 
he falled to do so the report was 
quickly spread that something had 
happened to him. 


Bryan Asks Details 
Of Holding of Ship. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24-—Govern- 
ment wheels turned rapidly to-day to 
provide protection for Americans in 
Mexico. ’ 

Secretary of State Bryan cabled 
Consul Canada at Vera Cruz asking 
for immediate details concerning the 
detention by a Mexican gunboat of 
the Ward line steamer Morro Castle, 
on which Mrs. John Lind, wife of tne 
President's special envoy in Mexico, 
is a passenger. 

It Is expected that the Morro Casile 
incident would make the basis of a 
sharp note te the Mexican govern- 
ment as soon as President Wilson has 
had an opportunity to review the case. 
None of the administration officials 
would discuss the incident to-day 
pending a detailed report from Envoy 
Lind which is believed to be on its 
way to the Siate Department, 

Upon receipt of information to-day 
that several of General Felix Diaz's 
aides have been arrested and are im- 
prisoned at Vera Cruz by the military 
authorities, Secretary Bryan instruet- 
ed Charge O'Shaughnessy at Mexice 
City to endeavor to obtain a fair 
trial for the prisoners. 

Secretary Bryan returned to Wash- 
ington from New Jersey early in the 
day. It is possible that he may aban- 
don his stumping tour of Maryland 
tnis week and next in order to “be on 
the lid” in the absence of President 
Wilson on his Southern trip. The 
President will be in Philadelphia to- 
morrow, and leaves that night for 
Mobile, Ala. He will not return to 
Washington until Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday.

T HE forty-third annual conven- 
tion of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Chureh held its first 
session October 8. Its proceed- 
ings will be watched with wide in- 

terest. The two parties composing 
its membership are so nearly 
matehed numerically that the dis- 

cussion engaged in will be of a 
seriousness and vigor that will 
draw to them the attention of all, 
far and near, who are at all con- 
cerned in matters of church life 

and polity. 

The High Church and the Low 
Church parties are arrayed against 
each other, and that out of a total 
vote of 600 for presiding officer 
the candidate of the Low Church 
faction should have won by a mar- 
gin of only sixteen indicates that 
there ts to be a kind of “tug of 
war,” yet conducted, of course, by 
gracious and pacific methods—al- 
though there have been church 
conventions where ecclesiastical 
tranquillity crowded close on milt- 
tancy. 


All Churches Interested 
in Episcopal Change 
of Name. 


One of the questions that are to 
come up for debate has to do with 
the change of name. It is the de- 
sire of a considerable slement of 
the EIpiscopal body that it should 
be rechristened under the title of 
“The American Church.” 

Although this 1s a matter in 
which Episcopalians themselves 
are primarily concerned and which 
it will be for them, and for no one 
else, to decide, yet it is of interest 
to other denominations, whether 
Catholic or Protestant, and even 
to those who are not actively affi- 
liated with any denomination, 

The criticism which has been 
expressed that such a designation 
shows a leaning toward the union 
of Church and State has no great 
force, for the sharp discrimination 
between the two is too deeply !m- 
bedded in the American mind to 
allow of any solicitude in that di- 
rection, or te warrant the suspi- 
cion that any number of Episcopa- 
liams are pressing toward such an 
alm. However closely related 
Church and State may he in cer- 
tain points, the two are  or- 
ganically distinct, and no one sup- 
poses that on American ground 
they will ever be anything else. 

There is more force in the other 
criticism, made not only by non- 
oonformists, but by many members 
of the Episcopal body, that such a 
name carries upon it the aspect of 
attempted monopoly. At the first 
look of the thing it would seem 
like the case of a boy—one of 
many brothers--who should say, 
“Tt, mother and father are all that 
there are of us.” 

We should not like to suppose 
that such an idea lies in any Npis- 
copal mind. I am only speaking of 
the first look of the thing. The

NDER the auspices of a mp. 
U ciety of which the Arch 
bishop of Canterbury is 
president, Dr. Woods Hutchinson 
has been delivering an address on 
divorce, in which he urges that 
drunkenness should be considered 
sufficient ground for breaking the 
marriage contract. 

Without raising any question as 
to the soundness of Dr. Hutchin- 
son's position, a line of thought 
like that which he pursues in his 
address raises the question 
whether we may not be talking and 
writing too much about the way 
by which married people can get 
out of matrimony and too little 
about the straight and narrow way 
by which alone unmarried people 
ought to be allowed to enter Into 
matrimony. 

Easy divorce makes easy mar 
Tiages, and easy marriages make 
easy divorce. 

The moral soundness of society 
depends in very considerable 
measure upon the solidity and du- 
rability of the marriage tie, and 
every new divorce is another blow 
to social integrity and to the 
wholesomeness of popular sent 
ment and life. The cordlality ac 
eorded to divorced parties, who, 
helf a century ago, would have 
been regarded as social outcasts, 
indicates the ease and rapidity 
with which the moral sense of the 
public has become weakened and 
debased, 

The greater the ease with which 
the contract can be broken, the 
larger the part which will be 
played by inconsiderate passion in 
forming the contract. 

Great credit is due to the Catho- 
lie Church for the rigid position 
which it continues to maintain. 
The BEpiscopal Church holds to the 
old ground with almost the same 
intensity of tenure. “Till death do 
us part” is the pledge insisted upon 
in its marriage service. 


Blundering Marriages 
Only Serve to Feed the 
Divorce Courts. 


That same service furthermor 
insists that the “holy estate is not 
by any to be entered into unaé- 
visedly or lightly, but reverently, 
disoreetly, advisedly, soberly, and 
in the fear of God.”

NEW YORK, Oct, 23.—Influenced by 
much higher cables than due and heavy 
rains in the western belt, the cotton 
market opened steady to-day, with first 
prices at a net advance of 5 to 9 points 
from last plates close, The trading 
was small and the ring was tnclined to 
realize. Everybody who had a profit 
tried to realize, thinking the market 
would be stronger, and the result was 
a break of 50c to Tic a bale during 
the forenoon, Offerings, however, were 
readily absorbed by bull leaders. Some 
of the large spot houses were credited 
with buying, but some brokers who usu- 
ally represent these intersts were no- 
ticeable on the ‘selling side. 

In conservative quarters it Is not be- 
lieved that the decline will go very far, 
believing that the damage from frost 
has been far worse than people real- 
ize, and the world's needs will be far in 
excess of the production. 

Neill Bros, estimated the world’s con- 
Sumption at 14,833,000 bales. But that 
did not meet with’ any response here 
in the early trading. However, a great 
many traders have figured that with 
such frost news as was received, all 
hopes of a large top-crop has been de- 
stroyed and the ultimate returns will 
not be sufficient to satisfy the require- 
ment.

McGraw was with his globe-tour- 
ing array of splendid baseball talent. 
We had quite a chat with him before 
the Giant-White Sox special pulled 
away Monday for Springfield,  [I!,, 
where the teams played several 
games. We did not fail to ask him 
the direct question of what he 
thought his chances would be for the 
flag in the National League next sea- 
son. His answer was a short one. “I 
think T'll win next summer, just as 
easily as I did during the past sur:n-

| If the judge had had heart, conscience, sense of justice, or even 
|a sense of humor, he would not have disgraced himself by threat. 
| ening Mrs. Pankhurst, as he did, with excessive severity, saying: 
“I think you have committed and been guilty of a most shame. 
ful want of decorum in making that observation. I stopped you 
|before. You have done the very thing that I told you you ought 
not todo. You are doing yourself no good, allow me tell you.” 
Mrs. Pankhurst knew perfectly well that she was doing her 
self no good in the opinion of the judge. She knew that he would 
inflict a heavier sentence because she had had the courage to tell 
him to his face that a judge found dead in a brothel was no man 
to pass judgment on defenseless, miserable women, brought to the 
lowest condition by other men, LIKE THAT JUDGE HIMSELF. 
Fortunately, Mrs. Pankhurst didn’t care. For as she told the 
judge quite calmly, she would stay in jail ONLY AS LONG AS 
SHE CHOSE TO STAY. And they knew very well that she would 
keep her word, that she would come out of jail alive or dead within 
the time that she fixed. 


What do you think about a woman, delicate, and in feeble 
health, past the prime of life, fighting almost single handed against 
brutality such as is represented by that judge? What do you think 
of the courage of such a woman, defying the Court and the whole 
judicial system of England, making good her threat by starving 
herself until the cowards who had put her in jail no longer had the 
courage to keep her there? 


She will be remembered when many milk-sops who think 
themselves important men will be forgotten!
